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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner does not agree that the Nayar 
reference through its incorporation of the Sergeant et al. reference fails to teach the claimed limitation of a processor that includes means 
for receiving calibration data that defines particular operational characteristics of the stationary and controlled cameras. Nayar discloses 
at page 1 1 , lines 27-29 that the coordinate mapping system 70 provides appropriate pan, tilt, and zoom settings to the PTZ system 20, so 
that the PTZ system is directed to view the regioin of interest. In order for these control signals to provide accurate movements the 
Sergeant et al. reference disclosing the use of a tilt homing system, col. 9 lines 20-32. This homing system is in fact a calibration routine 
since the camera is forced to move in certain directions for certain periods of time to establigh the tilt motor home position. 
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
